SAID THEJURYMEN 


Curis Jelt Found Guily of 
4 Murder of Coch 


Sentence Passed Sending Him to the 
Scaffold—Jett Unmoved When 
He Received Sentence—Mo- 
tion for New Trial To 
Be Made. 


Cynthiana, Ky., September 22.—After a 
trial lasting eight days, the ju in the 
case of Curtis Jett, charged with the 
murder of Town Marshal Thomas Cock- 
rill, at Jackson, Ky., July 2!, 1902, this 
evening rendered 2 verdict of guilty and 
fixed the punishment at death. 

When the jury entered the court room 
after agreeing on a verdict. quiet reign- 
ed for a few moments. Jett's mother 
had gone away eariier, under the im- 
pression that no verdict would be reach- 
ed. The reading of the ‘verdict did not 
affect Jett, but his brother was very 
much distressed. Elijah McKinney served 
as foreman of the jury. and after the 
delivering of the verdict (© the court, the 
jury was polled. The degth sentence was 
thegp read to Jett by Clerk T. J. Robin- 
son, after which Jett was given over 
to the custody of the deputy sheriff. 

Colonel Blanton, Jett’s lawyer. will file 
a motion for a new trta}] tomorrow morn- 
ing, and if the motion is overruled he 
will appeal the case to the court of 
appeals at Frankfort, Ky. 9 

This has been the second trial of 
Curtis Jett on the charge of murder. In 
the first trial for the murder of J. B. 
Marcum, Jett and Thomas White were 
sentenced to life imprisonment. 

Attorney Blanton stated tonight that 
he will move for a new tria} on Thurs- 
day on the grounds of absent witnesses, 
absent counsel and erroneous rulings. 
Sentence will then be passed on Jett and 
his attorney will be allowed until the 
November term to file his bill of evidence 
for the appeal.

Booker Washington Condemned 
by Alabama Solons 


Mr. Ward, of Tuskegee, Denied the 
Statement Credited to Washing- 
ton—Issue Taken by Other 
Members—Said Negro 
Is Owed Debt. 


Montgomery, Ala., September 22.—(Spe- 
cial.)—The negro question was discussed 
at length this afternoon by the mem- 
bers of the house, when a bill was called 
up to appropriate $2,500 additional an- 
nualy to a negro school located in this 
city. 

Booker Washington’s methods were con- 
demned by severgl members. The till 
wag finally passed by the close vote of 
41 to 39. 


Mr. Wo00d, who comes from Tuskegee, 
where Washington's schoo] is lovated, was 
severe In his denunciation of Washington 
end his methods. He said, in part: 

“The Rev. Sam Jones has been told 
by Washityton and has printed the gtate- 
ment that not one of his (Washington's) 
students has been in the penitentiary. A 
bigger Hie than that has never been told. 
The only two legal hangings In my coun- 
ty were students of Washington's school, 
and they were charged w:th rape. Wash- 
ington himself has prosécyted some of his 
students !n the courts of my city. 

“The records of the courts will show 
that some of Washington’s pupils have 
been convicted of every crime known, 
and that thére is not a student of Wash 
ington’s school living in my county that 
is now earning an honest living. I am 
opposed to giving money to educate the 
negro along industrial lngs.’’

Washington and His 
Work,

Washington and his methods have been 
criticised by the local presbytery in Its 
weekly meeting. says a dispatch from 
Philadelphia.

“I seriously question the methods of 
Booker T. Washingtdn in educating the 
negro. : 

“He is giving exaggerated importance 
to industrial education ane subordinating, 
the education of -the spiritual and re- 
iigious influences. Booker T. Washington 
was in a pulpit in this city recently, and 
throughout his sermon spoke on horse- 
shoeing and carpentering; not once men- 
tioning Christ. I believe that the presby- 
tery should choose thely own leaders for 
the nigher educption of the negro. 

“I question whether the popularity of 
Booker T. Washington fielps the gfreed- 
man, but {it does help Washington ard 
the Tuskegee institute.’

QUEER CONTEST 
IS ON IN COURT 


Fight Between Venable and 
Bateman for Office of 
Justice. 


One of the most unique cases that has 
ever been heard in the courts of At- 
lanta came up in Judge LumpkKin’s court 
yésterday afternoon when the case o? 
Judge Walter Venable, who is contesting 
the election of Judge J. N. Bateman to 
the office of notary public and ex-officio 
justice of the peace was heard. 

Argument by attorneys on both sides 
of the case was heard by Judge Lumpkin, 
but a decision was not rendered. 

The case is peculiar in that it is prob- 
ably the only case on record of a con- 
test over the proper official to accept the 
resignation of an officer of this kind. 

Judge Lumpkin is to decide whether or 
not the office of justice of the peace of 
the district is vacant. Judge Venable as- 
serts in his petition that when he signcd 
the resignation which was accepted by the 

r he was under undue influence. 

The fact remains that the resignation 
was handed in to the gOvernor and ac- 
cepted by him, and now the case resolves 
itself into whether or not Governor Ter- 
Tell was the proper officta] to accept the 
resignation. The attorgeys for Judge 
Venable assert that he was not. 

It will be remembered that the present

Judge Bateman's side of the case is 
that the office {s vacant since it was so 
declared by the governor.

‘BY’ MRS. GREHAN 
Macon Council Refuses to 
Rescind Former Action 


Revoking License.

Constitution Bureau, 467 Second Street, 
Macon, Ga., September 22.—(Specia!.)—An 
effort to reestablish the retail lMquor li- 
cense issued in the name of John Friel, 
on Bridge Row. which was annulled by 
the board of aldermen at the regular 
weekly meeting of that body Tuesday 
night last, failed, at least temporarily, 
tohight when it was brought before the 


board. 

A petition from Mrs. Cella Grehan was 
presented by Clerk Massenberg in which 
the assertion was made that Friel did 
not own the business notwithstanding the 
fact that the retail liquor license had 
been issued in his name, and that the 
owner, Mrs. Grehan, should not be made 
suffer by any violation of the Nquor laws 
Frie] should have committed. 

The paper recited that Mrs. Grehan 
owned the saloon and that she had mere- 
ly employed Friel to run the business, 
having every reason to believe that he 
would act in conformity with the laws 
of the city and state. 

His breaking of the laws prohibiting the 
Sale of whisky on Sunday was without 
her knowledge and her consent and for 
that violation Mrs. Grehan had censured 
Friel when the, offense came within her 
knowledge. She asserted that she had 
engaged another man in whom she had 
confidence, Frank Brown, and that she 
wanted the rescinding of the license is- 
sued to Friel revoked in order that the 
saloon might again be opened and bust- 
ness resumed. 

‘There was opposition to the petition and 
objections to a motion to refer the paper 
to the police committee, members of the 
beard taking that position expressing a 
desire to dispose of the matter at once. 

The cOmmunication was referred to the 
police committee of the board,

“In the matter of foreign trade the 


manufacturer In America has indefinits 
espirations instead of concrete ambi- 


ticns. He would like to trade with all 
the world. The Amefican has come to 
have the strongest faith itn hie gift. for 
direction. He is convinced that other 
peoples, somehow, are losing that pew- 
er, ard he is convinced thet it is only 
a question of time when the financial 
center will be shifted to New York or 
Chicago. He does not take into account 
the fact that he has not yet developed 
@ tanking system flexible encugh to 
edjust itself to a ocmmercial crisis.” 

Tredes unionism, the writer declares, 
is weaker in the United States than 
before,.and while the wages in skilled 
trades advance these in unskilled trades 
decline. 

Replying to a question as to how long 
the present system of prosperity is like- 
ly to continue, the writer says the gen-

Those were dark 
and troublesome days. My ‘ordination was 
almost coincident with the beginning of 
the civil war, and every fresh state that 
left the union brought a fresh pang to my 
heart "’ 

Continuing the carainal said tat at 
that time his heart was in the south and 
his head in the north. 

Another reception awaited the cardinal 
when he went ashore at Hoboken. The 
pier wos crowded with ecclesiastical 
friends {rom this city. 

The cardinal had a pleasant voyage and 
he saiG the ocean trip had recuperated 
his strength. Of the new pontiff the car- 
dinal spoke in terme of the greatest en- 
thusiasm. He said that the choice of the 
conclave had been most happy from an 
American viewpoint, as Pius X was deep- 
ly interested in the ievelopment of the 
church in this country and was singular- 
ly familiar with American institutons, 
The cardinal had several lengthy inter- 
views with the pope regarding church af- 
fairs in this country. 

The cardinal was not inclined to dis- 
cuss the probable policy of the new papal 
regime, but said that no radical changes 
in American church administration would 
ensue. 

Concerning the probable relations be- 
tween the new ‘pope and the Italian 
government, Cardina] Gibbons said. 

‘“‘The pope as patriarch of Venice was 
on very friendly terms with the king, 
but what a man does when he is a mere 
private in the ranks, so to.speak, and 
when he is efevated to power and respon- 
sibility are wholly different things. What 
Pius X will do in this matter ls of course 
unknown. You may rely on it, however, 
there will be no sudden change. These 
things are not done in a way to attract 
attention. If a change does take puace, 
it will be a gradual change; the friendli- 


ness between the vatican and the quirsinal 


will grow. Pius X is not the--patriarch 
of Venice, and while he may retain his 
friendly feelings for the king, these feel- 
ings wili’cause no sudden change of pa- 
pal policy, but will probably in the course 
of time bring about improved relation- 
ship and a better state of things. The 
king, I believe, is influenced by very kind- 
ly feelings toward the pope.” 

Aektd about the possibility of another 
American eard!inal being appointed, 
Cardinal Gibbons said: 

“There will be another cardinal. It 
would not surprise me to see the num- 
ber of American cardinals augmented in 
the near future, but there is absolutely 
no truth in the cabled statement that 
the pope propcses to create a patri- 
archate for the Occident. The statement 
*s riciculouas,”’

GINNED COTTON 


Report on Quantity Cotton 
Ginned from Growth 
of 1903. 


Washington, September 22.—A census 
report on the quantity of cotton ginned 
in the United States from the growth 
of 1903 up to and including -August 31 
Kives the following figures: 

Total commercial bales, 17,587, Includ- 
ing 16,991 sqvare bales, 570 round bales 
of upland crop and 26 bales of sea island 
crop. The totat gins in operstion num- 
bered 2,176. 

These statistics were collected through 
a canvass of the 32,425 ginneries of the 
cotton states by 63! local special agents. 
Only 2,176 ginneries had begun opera- 
tions up to September !, and these had 
ginned but 17,587 commercial bales or 
bales as pressed at the ginnertes, equiv- 
alent to 17,302 bales, counting round 
tales as half bales. This report will be 
followed by four others for this season 
showing the quantity ginned, respective- 
ly, to October 18, November 18, Decem- 
ber [3, and a final repoft which’ will 
give the quantity ginned from the growth 
of 1903,

Premier Petroff, of Bulgaria, and 
Turkish Minister in Conference 


. 


They Discussed the Situation in Mac- 
edonia and asa Result of It 
There Is a Better Feeling 
at Sofia—Reply of the 
Porte. 


Sofia, Buigaria, September 22.—Within 
forty-eight hours the question of peace 
Or war wil] probably be settled, accord- 
ing to authoritative opinions here. 
Premier Petroff had an interview today 
with Ali Foruh Bey at which the whole 
situation in Macedonia was discussed. 
As a result of this conference, a much 
better feeling prevails and confident hopes 
are expressed that a satisfactory adjust- 
ment will be reached. This” view is 
strengthened by a report from Constan- 
tinople to the effect that the. council of 
ministers after some days’ discussion is 
within measurable distance of an agree- 
ment on the chief points of the issue. 

The premier complained to the Turkish 
diplomatic agent of the situation created 
by the arrival at Burgas of thousands 
of destitute and starving refugees from 
the distridt) of Liosemgrad. After’ a dis- 
cussion, an understanding was _ practi- 
cally reached that’ Turkey should guar- 
antee the safe protection of the refugces 
and take steps to reinstate them in their 


homes. 

The general effect of these conferences 
in Constantinople and Sofia had induced 
a much mdédre hopeful feeling here, 4! 
though in Balkan affairs it is always 
possivie that the next day's happenings 
may change the entire situation. 

The war ministry has taken steps to 
strengthen the Buigarian frontier forces, 
and it is reported that troops will oc- 
cupy all the commanding positions, thus 
making it almost. impossible for banda 
to cross the frontier. Some regiments 
of the second and third divisions have 
heen ordered to the Adrianople frontier, 
where the Turks have massed strong 
bodies of troops. 


Does Not Need the Commission. 


Constantinople, September 22.—The 
porte, after several meetings at the 
vildiz kiosk to discuss the Bulgarian 
proposal that an international commils- 
sion be appointed to deal with Mace- 
donia, has dispatched a reply, pointing 
cut that it considers the mission ¢n- 
trusted to Hilmi Pasha, the inspector 
general, to be equivalent to the commis- 
sicn proposed by Bulgaria, and adding 
that if the Bulgarian government 1s 
powerless to reestablish and maintain 
rder among its population its. suzerain 
is always ready to come to its assis:- 


cae The Demands of Bulgaria. 


Sofin, September 22.—The following is 
the gist of the Turko-Bulgarian negotia- 
tions: 

The porte recently manifested a dispo- 
sition to consider proposals for a direct 
understanding and Bulgaria advanced 
the following conditions: ‘ 
First. The porte to grant a general 
amnesty and stop the persecution of the 
Bulgarians in Macedonia. 

Second. A mixed commission to be 
formed, the Bulgarian members of which 
should be nominated by the Bulgarian 
exarch and never be in a minority on 
the commission, to elaborate adminis- 
trative reforms, arrange for an exten- 
sion of local administrative autonomy, 
insure the safety of the highways and 
the equality of Christians and Mussul- 
mans before the courts, reform the tax- 
ation and gendarmery and provide for 
personal security. 

These proposals seem to have been ac- 
cepted in principle, although nothing 
definite has yet been decided.

Kilmer’s Swamp-Root, and the 


CHARLES KUSTER. 
STATES HIS SIDE 


Man Whom Wade Hosevhigne 
Tells Story 


Kuster Claims That He Knows Noth- 
ing as to Authorship of Letters, 
sand That He Was Vindicated 

by a Committtee of 
Citizens. 


Rome, Ga., September 22.—(Special. :-- 
The fiollowing is the first statement. made 
by Mr. Charles E. Kuster in reference to 
the now famous Wade-Kuster damage 
suit, and subsequent criminal charge 
against Kuster for sending obscene mat- 
ter through the malls. 

This case has attracted widespread at- 
tention over the state on account of the 
prominence of the parties concerned. 

The warrant charging Mr. Kuster with 
sending obscene letters through the mails 
was taken out in Atlanta Thursday by 
Mr. G. H. Wade, of Cedartown. 

A few months ago Mr. Wade met Mr. 
Kuster on the main street of Cedartown 
and gave him a severe horsewhipping, al- 
leging that the latter had sent letters 
about his (Wade's) wife that she was 
very intimate with severa] gentlemen of 
the Cedar City. 

Mr. Kuster went to court about the 
horsewhipping and sued Mr. Wade for 
$5,000, but was given a verdict of $2,000. 

The warrant taken out for Mr. Kuster, 
charging him with sending the letters 
through the mail, is the culmination of 
one of the most sensational cases that 
has ever passed through the Georgia 
courts. 

Mr. Kuster says: 

First of all I want to say I did not 
write these letters. I have not the re- 
motest know!cdge of their author—ror do 
I believe their contents, 

“Up to the present time I have as- 
sumed the dignified position of siience; 
ccnsidering the charge too absurd and 
too foreign to my character to need a 
public statement from me, but now after 
the recipient of the letters has given 
the matter so great publicity, I feel 
that I owe it to my friends to make 
a statement, . 

Statement. 

“A year and a half ago—as J remem- 
ber it—about the middle of March, [| 
heard that Mr. Wade had received such 
letters. Some days after—perhaps’ two 
weeks Or on Saturday, March 22, i902-—- 
as I was on my way to the postoffice 
at midday I was suddenly and without 
a moment’s warning attacked by Mr. 
Wade with, to me, an unknown weapon, 
which developed to be a horse whip 
His first blow struck me across the 
head and eyes, the attack being so sud 
den and unexpected it dazed and ren- 
dered me utterly helpless to defend my- 
self. I had hardly recovered from the 
shock and regained my faculties when 
the affair was over—bystanders having 
interfered. 

“After giving the matter 
Serious consideration—I determined 
that I would continue to be a law 
abiding caitizen and seek recourse of 
the law. 

“My first desire was to set the mat- 
ter right in the community and prove 
to my fellow citizens that such a charge 
against me was preposterous and that 
a most cruel outrage had been perpe- 
trated. I at once asked that a com- 
mittee of our citizens take the matter 
up and make a complete investigation. 
It was then suggested that Mr. Wade 
and myself each name several citizens 
who should meet and select a committee 
of five to go into the matter thoroughly 
and make a complete investigation. 

“The committee was arranged—and 
constituted five of our most worthy and 
representative citizens. A meeting of the 
committee was promptly called and be- 
gan the work. 

“Tt was fully understood and agreed 
that should this committee find that I 
had the slightest connection with the 
letters I would at once leave the commu- 
nity—and if they found I did not have 
connection with the letters Mr. Wade 
agreed to accept the finding and ‘make 
such reparation to me as was in his 
power,’ 

“After a verv extended and exhaus- 
tive investigation—and without my pres- 
ence either In person or by represen- 
tative—without calling upon me to make 
a statement. they handed down the fol- 
lowing decision:

“2. This apology, together with the find- 
in gof the committee, is to be published 
at your expense in all the newspaper 
which contained notes of the assault, 
and which are published in Atlanta, 
Rome, Cedartown, Buchanan, Rockmart, 
Ga... and Chattanooga, Tenn. 

“3. You are then to pay such expenses 
as Mr. Kuster has incurred on account 
of this matter, to-wit: his counsel fees; 
and you are to pay over to us fo® Mr. 
Kuster to the president of the Samuel 
Benedict memorial school the sum of 
$6500, to be uSed for the purposes of his 
school as in his discretion he may see fit. 

‘The money to be paid within thirty 
days. 

If these things are done by you it will 
be accepted by Mr. Munster in full repara- 
tion to him, and he will not take any 
legal steps against you. 

“The apology, you will understand, is to 
be unconditional and unequivocal, and to 
be so worded that we can Say to Mr. 
Kuster that it is ample and sufficient. 

“Please inaicate your acceptance or 
rejection of this offer. Permit me to add 
that Mr. Kuster does not wish any re- 
muneration to him; hig honor vindicated 
is the point which most particularly in- 
tercsts him; still he feels that revara- 
tion could not occur without some suffer- 
ing on your fart, ‘ 

“We are, signed, very truly yours, 

“BUNN & TRAWICK, 

“To this proposition I did not receive 
the courtesy of a reply, and proceed- 
ings were begun in the superior court for 
$5,000 damages. 

“It was tried the first of this month 
and the jury awarded me a judgment 
of $2,000. 

“Some days after this I was greatly 
chagrined and sulbrised to read in the 
public press that Mr. Wade had _insti- 
gated proceedings against me in the 
United States court, charging me with 
sending obscene matter through the 
mails. I appeared before the commis- 
sioner at Rome and was required to 
give a bond of $500 for appearance for 
trial. 

Conclusion. 

“Permit me to add in conclusion that 
I have not the slightest fear of govern- 
ment’s investigation and can only be com- 
pletely exhonorated. Justice in this 
southland of ours very seldom miscarries 
and wil; not in this case. I would lik? 
to add my heartfelt thanks to the many 
friends for courtesies extended to me 
throughout this humiliating ordeal and es- 
pecially do I thank my fellow citizens 
and residents of Polk county. I am a 
comparative stranger among them, but 
they have shown a nobleness of charac- 
ter that does not and will not‘tolerate ma- 
licious and vile persecution of one of her 
citizens, even though a stranger I feel 


that I and my interests are perfectly safe 
among such a people.”’

' ‘The fact that the dairy inspector whe 
im to be appointed by the board of healin 
will not be a veterinary surgeon but wii 
probably have no more capacity for his 
work than one of the force of inspectors 
of the sanitary department is being com- 
mented upon in the city hall circles, and 
there are some who wonder by what pro- 
eess council was induced to create this 
new $100 a month job at this particular 
time when the cry of all departments is 
for more money and when the finance 
rommittee of council is busily engaged in 
showing them that the’ city is witheut 
more funds and cannot meet their de- 


mands. 

The fact remains, however, that the 
board of health has a new $100 a month 
job at its disposal and it will doubtless 
proceed to fill it without delay. 

‘The new job is the indirect result of: a 
report made by Dr. Robert W. Hynds, the 
assistant city bacteriologist and chemist, 
upon the condition of the milk that is 
sold in Atlanta. His report showed that 
about 90 per cent of the milk that was 
then being sold in Atlanta was either 
“dirty” or ‘“‘very dirty.” 

Objection of Inspection. 

The public&tion of this report in The 
Constitution caused cofisternation among 
the people and some remedy was de- 
manded of the board of health. Dr. J. 
P. Kennedy, the health officer, and the 
members of the board of health agreed 
that the remedy was to appoint an in- 
spector of dairies—one who had grad- 
uated at some reputable school for 
yeterinaries, who could detect diseage in 
the coWs that are supplying the milk to 
Atlanta infants, who could make the 
tuberculin test, and who could assure 
ahe milk consumers in Atlanta that they 
were not taking into their stomachs and 
giving to their infants either dirt or 
germs of disease. 

Alderman Longino, the president of the 
board of health, presented to council an 
ordinance creating the office of diary 
inspecior and appropriating $500 for the 
ealary of the dairy inspector during the 
remaining five months of the year. The 
ordinance provided that only a veteri- 
marian could be appointed. 

Then the board of health divided. 
Some said that a veterinarian could not 

‘be secured for $100 a month; others said 
,that one could not be engaged at all, 
‘nd some thought it unnecessary to have 
;@ veterinarian as dairy inspector. Con- 
;}sequently Alderman Longino presented 
Y@ second ordinance so amending the 
‘ original ordinance as to permit the board 
of health to engage other than a vet- 
erinary surgeon as dairy inspector. 

This went to the ordinance committee, 
of which Councilman Winn is chairman, 
and was reported upon adversely, the. 
members of the body taking the position 
that it was useless to have a dairy in- 
spector unless a veterinarian be secured, 
and useless to pay a salry of $100 a 
month to some one whose only duty 
would be to compel the dairymen to 
keep teir piaces cleam, work that could 
be done by any one and which would re- 
quire neither skill nor training. ' 

During the session of last Monday, 
however, council voted down the adverse 
report of the ordinance committee and 
adopted the ameniment to the ordinance. 
It pot Only did that, but allowed the 
salary of $100 a month to remain, thus 
creating what is the fattest job in the 
gift of the board of heaith, with the ex- 
ception of the position of chief inspec- 
tor, who receives $125 a month. 

The tmspectors of the sanitary depart- 
ment receive $75 a mopth for hard work 
on the streets of the city, and, therefore, 
several of them have already made appli- 
cation for the new easy job, which will 
pay $100 a month and make the lucky 
man practically his ow;) master. 

There are members of the board of 
health who believe that the jzituation will 
not be at all remedied by the appoint- 
ment that is to be made, and it is not 
at all improbable that they will be 
heard from during the next session of the 
body.

tional Convention of Congregational 
Workers among the colored people con- 
tinued with unabated Interest at the First 
Congregational’ church, colored, yester- 
day. Men and women of both races at- 
tended the sessions and listened with in- 
terest to the discussions. The addresses 
were clear cut and forceful. 

Rev. W. F Sims, of Memphis, conduct- 
ed the devotjonal eexrcises at the morn- 
ing service. Rev. J. G. Merrill, D.D., 
the president of Fisk yniversity, of Nash- 
ville. Tenn.; presided. 

The theme yesterday morning was “The 
Development and Expansion of OUur 
Churches ”’ ' 

The first address was by Rev. Sterling 
N. Brown, of Washington, D.C. His sub- 
ject was “‘The Importance of Bringing 
Our Churches to Self-Support.”’ 

‘“‘Here,’’ he said, ‘“‘lies the real test of 
the success of our work. Can we pro- 
duce strong, self-supporting churches? 
Self-support engenders right fundamental 
principles. Self-reliance involves the 
principles of  self-preservation. The 
bringing of our churches to self-support 
wil} encourage the spirit of self-sacrifice. 
This will lead to development. The 
time has come when we must expect 
quantity, as well as quality. We must 
Stand on oyr own feet. We are out of 
the missionary stage. We must devel- 
op a constituency of our own.’ 

Rev. J. R. McLean, of Macon, made 
a strong talk on “The Necessity of Mair- 
taining High Standards in Raising Funds 
for Church Support.” His views were 
very sensible. He spoke against the 
habit of parade in giving so common in 
negro churches. He declared that this 
ostentation obscured the real principle 
of giving. His address was loudly ap- 
plauded. 

Rev. A. C. Garnet, of Washington, 
D. C., gave an eloquent and ringing ad- 
dress on “The Necessity of Closer Fel- 
lowship Among Our Churches as the 
Condition of a Larger Life.’ He do- 
plored the fact that the churches were 
so widely scattered and met in conven- 
tions like this so seldom. 

Church extension was discussed ody 
Rey. R. V. Sims, of New Iberia, La., and 
Rev. Abraham Simmons, of Jenifer, Ala., 
in eloquent addresses. They urged a 
forward movement in the planting of 
congregational churchés, 

Dr. G. W. Henderson, of New Orleans, 
La., followed in one of the most thought- 
ful addresses of the convention. 

At the evening session a number of 
excellent addresses were delivered on 
“Christian Nurture.’’ One of the best 
of these was that by Rev. B. A. Imes, 
of Mobile, Ala., who spoke on the spirit- 
ual life of the church. 

In the afternoon an open air service 
was held on the church lawn. Another 
similar service will be held this after- 
noon.

Niagara. Falls, 


Governor Odell Welcomes Them. to 
State—Major Purse, of Savan- 
nah, Made an Address on 
Sugar Supply of the 
United States. 


Niagara Falls. N. Y., September 22.— 
The Farmers’ Nationa] Congress assem- 
bled here today in twenty-third annual 
session. being called to order by Presi- 
dent George L. Flanders, of Albany. Gov- 


.ernor Odell delivered an address of wel- 


come, in which he made a plea for good 
citizenship, saying: | 

“One of the first duties of our country 
is to fight ceaselessly and energetically 
against all classes who defy law and 
whose principles are a menace to society. 
We do find such people all over the coun- 
try. The farmer, the mechanic and the 
professional man are responsible for such 
conditiong when they exist, if they have 
made no effort to piace within the reach 
Of all these penury-stricken people—these 
dwarfed intellectualities—that which is the 
basis and foundation of contentment; that 
is decent homes, fair remuneration and 
hours of toi] that will permit of social 
and inteliectual enjoyment.” 

Mayor Hancock responded for the city. 
and Harvie Jordan, of Georgia, for the 
farmers. 

Albout three hundred delegates, repre- 
senting thirty-eight states, were present. 

The present congress will devote a great 
portion of its time to the distributive 
Side of farming, the productive side hav- 
ing hitherto taken the most of the at- 
tention of the farmers. 

The addresses by the officers showed 
that the congress is growing in power 
and in influence and especially in the mat- 
ter of securing beneficial national legis- 
lation. 

Major D. G. Purse Speaks. 

Major D. G. Purse, of Savannah, Ce., 
gave an address on ‘‘Sugar Supply of the 
United States.’’ The congress should op- 
pose a reciprocity treaty with Cuba, he 
said, unless reciprocity treaties are made 
with France and other countries. Major 
Purse. who has been president of the 
Savannah board of trade for twenty-two 
years, points out that sugar is the only 
product of the soil which is langely used 
that makes the United States debtor to 
foreign lands for supply. The aim of 
this country should be to become a Sugar 
exporting instead of importing country. 
Major Purse believes this will become 
possible by fostering both cane and beet 
sugar growing. At the present the United 
States uses 2,275,746 long tons of sugar 
yearly, of which Hut 600,000 tons are 
produced at home, 300,000 tons of cane, 
195,000 tons of beet and 5,000 tons of 
maple sugar. By careful legislation the 
United States can, within a few years, 
make up the big sugar deficiency and be- 
come self-supporting, he said. 

Captain Purse said in part: 

Mr. President and Members of the 
Farmers National Congress and Ladies: 
History informs us that “Indian Salt,” 
our cane sugar, was an article of trade 
in the market places of India, 500 years 
before the dawn of Christianity, from 
whence the cultivation of the “sweet 
bamboo.” from the juice of which it was 
manufactured, has belted the earth on 
tropical and semi-tropica] lines and be- 
come, in propagaion, seemingly, as in- 
digenous as in India, 

The ready adaptability of sugar cane 
to all tropical and semi-tropical climates 
has caused much controversy as to its 
origtn, China claiming its cultivation 
in that country before the first lines of 
the Old Testament had been traced upon 
papyrus by the hdnd of Moses. His- 
torians, however. discredit this claim of 
the Celestial empire and, with few ex- 
ceptions, agmee that in India _ the 
saccharine value of the “sweet bamboo” 
was first discovered and heralded ovef 
the east, China included. 

After leaving the progress of the 
Sugar industry Captan Purse closed with 
the folowing concerning the prospects of 
cane raising in the southeast: 

The richness in sugar content of the 
cane of Georgia and Florida exceeds 
those of Louisiana and compare favor- 
ably with the Cuban cane, yielding as 
high as 35 tons of cane to the acre on 
best suited lands with thorough cultiva- 
tion 

Quite recently the United States de- 
rartment of agriculture analyzed some 
sugar cane from south Florida, a sam- 
ple of the ordinary cane of that section, 
cultivated in the ordinary way, that 
gave a sugar content as high as 19.8 
per cent, 

Dr. H. W. Wiley, chief of bureau of 
chemistry, department of agriculture, 
under whose direction these south Flor- 
ida canes wé@re analyzed, said in a-let- 
ter to the gentlemen upon whose farm 
they were grown: 

“These are the most remarkable sam- 
pies we have ever examined. They con- 
tain no glucose or reducing sugar what- 
ever when tested by the ordinary 
method.”’ 

The astonishment expressed by Dr. 
Wiley at the results of the analyses of 
the south Florida canes is not a matter 
to be wond@red -at when it is remem- 
bered that they exceed In sugar content 
the cane of Hawaii and Cuba. This 
may be the starting point for science 
in doing for the sugar cane what it has 
already done for the pudgy beet and 
that in the next ten years cane cultiva- 
tion, under its direction, may be pro- 
ductive of as marvelous results. Cer- 
tain it is that all interested in cane cui- 
tivation recognize the imperious neces- 
sity of more scientific study for in- 
creasing the content of sugar and per 
acre tonnage.

The suggestion made by Mr. Rich- 
ard H. Edmonds, editor of The Balti- 
more Manufacturers’ Record, that the 
southern people should lend all their 
capital and energies to the end of 
establishing factories that will convert 
into finished products all our wealth 
of raw materials, is one that should 
get acceptance everywhere in the 
south. 

In this section we have been for a 
century to two centuries producing an- 
nual crops and stores of raw materials 
and bartering them to the owners of 
mills, factories and machinery for the 
perfected goods wrought out of them 
in other sections and other countries. 
New England has grown rich and 
powerful in wealth and commerce be- 
cause we have been content to furnish 
her with our crude stuff and to .buy 
back from her for cash in hand the 
things necessary to our life and com- 
fort. 

Why should that policy be continued 
any longer than the necessary time 
‘for gathering the capital and -building 
the factories that will do all the fin- 
ishing work on the territory where the 
raw material is raised, felled or 
mined? The experience of the past 
two decades has made it incontestable 
that here in the south every species 
of manufactures necessary to the sup- 
ply of the daily needs of our people 
can be carried on in this section with 
unusual advantages and profits. And 
now that our people are accumulating 
capital, and capital making earnings 
attracts other capital, the time is cer- 
tainly opportune for us to inaugurate 
fresh endeavors to increase our factor- 
ing power. 

It does not take any involved calcu- 
lation to prove that there is capital

At the unveiling of the monument | 


erected by the state of New Jersey on 


the field of Antietam, or Sharpsburg, 
as the confederates know it, to com- 
memorate the valor of her troops in 
that action, President Roosevelt and 
Governor Murphy, of New Jersey, 
made set oratiows. They lauded in 
fulsome terms the work of the union 
forces on that bloody field and de 
ciared that, as the president put it, 
had victory fallen to southern arms 
that day at least two of the great pow- 
ers of Europe would have recognized 
the beliigerent rights of the southern 
confederacy ard history might taqday 
have been.felling a different tale of 
the “war for the union.” 

It is all the more singular, then, 


that so momentous a battle, with te | 


scenario of it under their eyes and 
the vital effects of it on their tongues, 
did not suggest to either of the dis- 
tinguished orators the propriety of 
even mentioning the name of General 
George B. McClellan, who was the 
commander of the union forces in that 
fateful conflict. No utterance of .his 
name was heard by the expectant mul- 
titude of auditors: no word of eulogy 
was spoken of the man whose genius 
and grit directed the operations that 
achieved the victory. 

lt is weakly given out that “he was 
forgotten and the silence concerning 
him was unintentional.” That is a 
tale to rehearse to the horse-marines. 
The man who believes it must be a 
pretty feol in the knowledge of history 
and in the temperaments of the two 
persons guilty of chis too palpable 
slurring of the valorous deserts of a 
notable soldier. 

General McClellan snay not have 
been, in the opinion of military his- 
torians, a great commander. Singular 
ly enough, it is claimed by experts in 
military history that the only man 
educated to the engineering branch of 
arms who ever became a great com- 
mander was Napoleon. However that 
may be, it is very generally accepted 
in this country by impartial war au- 
thorities that McClellan was never al- 
lowed the means and. opportunities te 
make himself an exception to that 
cominon saying. Had he been given 
the samme support that was afterwards 
given to Grant, then, indeed, there 
might have been other tales of the war 
to tell than are history now. 

But where can one hunt for the long 
established opinion of McClellan that 
led Roosevelt and Murphy to forget 
him? If they read up on the his- 
Antietam before composing 


ered him somewhere in its vicinity. 
When they saw him, however, it is 
more than probable they saw only the 
man who, as a democrat, opposed Lin- 
coln for the presidency in 1864, and 
who afterwards was democratic gov- 
ernor of New Jersey and confessedly 
one of its most illustrious and capable 
executives. It is also possible that 
back of the battle ground they saw his 
son, Gecrge B. McClellan, of New 
York, looming up as a _ mayoral- 
ty candidate in a contest that is 
Sure to have a weighty influence on 
the presidential prospects of next 
year. To eulogize the father’ might 
make some sentimental favor for the 
son. 

Perhaps this is looking far for an 
explanation of an extraordinary case of 
patriotic laches, but‘as we can find no 
adequate excuse short of the view we 
have taken we accept that logical re- 
‘sult,

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Crime in the South. 

The Chicago Tribune charges that, 
in spite of the accepted fact that the 
people of the south are more temper- 
ate and religious than those of the 
north, crimes seem to increase rather 
than decrease in our section. 

We have not at hand the figures 
that show the percentages of crimi- 
nality in the geveral states, and The 
Tribune does not presen® any com- 
parative statistics, so that we are not 
convinced that its generalization is 
correct. On the contrary we are 
strongly inclined to doubt that it Ts 
true. v 

But if the figures should be against 
us, We can easily see why they should 
so appear. It is universally under- 
stood by all who have honestly studied 
conditions in the south that the over- 
whelming number of our southern 
criminals are of the negro race. If 
The Tribune will compare the per- 
centage of our white convicts to our 
white population with the like per- 
centage of white convicts to the white 
population of Illinois, we feel sure it 
will find that the record of Georgia 
and other southern states is not so bad 
as might at first appear. 

Another condition The Tribune 
doubtless ignores ig the wider scope 
of our southern criminal laws. We 
make misdemeanors and felonies of 
ynany acts that in the northern states 
are either not prosecuted as crimes, 
Or are nO more than municipal of- 
fenses and are dealt with ‘finally in 
police rather than criminal courts. 

And yet another factor is in the 
practical certainty of punishment 
which offenders face in our courts. 
Our judges throughout the south are 
mainly men of character, devoted to 
law and order, and seldom subject to 
political trimming in order to obtain 


that offenders wpe nga can nos | 


when they fall ‘foul of the ériminal 
laws. } 

All societies have their peculiar 
prejudices. and it may. ppen, that 
there are peculiarities of criminal ex- 
- pression in the south that appear 
anomalous to some northern critics. 
But there are offsets—good reasons 


‘| that prefail witH us and.that they do 


not understand, and things'of like 
-queerness in criminal episody that 
prevail in the north that we do not 
 suderstand and.sivike ug as even more 
. worthy of criticism than our seeming 
! idiosy ncrasies. 

| Neither the south nor the north can 
well appear in censorship the one of 
| the other in their criminal conditions. 
| Both have plenty to do in detecting, 
deterring and penalizing their crimi- 
nals. And both should remember that 


sign of a well-policed state as be the 
evidence of a lawless condition of so- 
ciety in that state. The endeavor 
everywhere in the south is to fill up 
the convict ranks and thereby purge 
the community of unleashed felons 
and freebooters.

Real Inspection or None. 

The action of council in amending 
the act authorizing the appointment of 
a milk inspector so as to make this 
office open to others than skilled vete- 
rinarians is of doubtful wisdom. 

It is claimed that the salary at first 
provided was insufficient to secure the 
services of a properly equipped man. 
This may be true; and doubtless is. 
‘The logical thing to do in that event 
is to appropriate sufficient money to 
secure the services of a man possess- 
ing the right equipment. 

The practical effect of this last ac- 
tion of the council seems to be the ¢cre- 
ation of a new office to be filled by 
somebody or other confessedly not 
qualified for the work to be assigned 
him. Heretofore such inspection as 
we have had has been done by a san- 
itary inspector who drew a monthly 
stipend of seventy-five dollars. This 
sanitary inspector possessed as great 
qualifications for the work he had in 
hand as any man who, judging by the 
recommendations of the board of 
health, can be obtained for the salary 
of one hundred dollars a month which 
is provided in the ordinance of the 
council. If, as intended, the services 
of a skilled. veterinarian could have 
' been obtained for this sum _ there 
would, of eourse, have been a great im- 
provement over the original plan, 
which created so much dissatisfaction. 
But how are things bettered under this

His Last Poem. 

The following tender poem was the 
last written by the late Hamilton Jay,

HIEF of ‘the burdens of the negro 
problem is the heed given to words 

of exploiters of the negro, 
As long as the intelligence of the coun- 
try fails -to discountenance the discus- 


Sion of the negro by professional orators, 


chautauqua or lyceum lecturers, educa- 
tionalists, confirmed philanthropists and 
designing politicians who find therein 
more or less personal profit, so long will 
the difficulties of the problem persist. 

Couldit be left to men of the character, 
the standing, the experience, the mental 
calibre and the common gense of Stuyve- 
sant Fish, of New York; T. G. Bush, of 
Alabama; WiHim A, Courtenay, of South 
Carolina; John L. Williams, of Virginia: 
D. A. To 8, of North Carolina; J. 
B. Killebrew, of Tennessee; W. J. North- 
en, of Georgia, and John. H. Kirby, of 
Texas the happy solution of the prob- 
lem could be offered in a trice. 


Fundamentally it is, as it has always 


been,.an economic problem to be dealt 
with, not in ignorance, prejudice or pas- 
sion, but in knowledge, wisdom and judg- 
ment, and in sober conviction of re- 


| sponsibility to the white race and to 


the black. Essentially there should be 


| an attitude toward the negro no whit 
different from that toward the hordes of 


aliens that are crowding into the coun- 
try through its eastern ports. The lat- 
ter are really the more difficult to . be 
handled, Th that they have never had the 
negro’s advantage of contact with Amer- 
ican whites of pure stock. Their future 
as affecting for good or ill the history 
of this land is inextricably involved with 
the future of the negro as he shall be 
hampered or helped. 

As the negro is mistreated or {s unim- 
peded in working out his own career, the 
menace in foreign fugitives from oppres- 
sion or poverty will wax or will wane. 
To the extent that the south shall be re- 
Heved from the’ unnecessary embarrss- 
ments in negro development, to that ex- 
tent will the south be free to aid more 
unfortunate parts of the country 
solving their more ponderous problems. 


Alternatives proposed as solutions of 
the negro problem are amalgamation, 
annihilation, deportation. Each means 
mistreatment of the negro: each is im- 
practicable. 

Deportation was tried forty years ago 
under conditions where alone it could 
approach possibility. At the instigation 
of Abraham Lincoln attempt was made 
to supplement emancipation with exo- 
dus, under government auspices. It 
failed signally in an odor of graft. Of 
the hundred thousand dollars available 
for the experiment, the account rendered 
of two or three years’ expenditures was 
for about thirty-three thousand dollars, 
the bulk of which had gone to agents, 
with @ government vessel sent to bring 
back a handful of colonists who had 
been induced to go to another land. [If 
the plan could not but fai! for four 
million negroes with Lincoln as a lead- 
ing promoter, at a time when the consti- 
tution of the country was in abeyance, 
why should sanity consider it today 
when more than eight million negroes 
are to be taken into account, in addition 
to the whites or the whole country? 

The negro is doing too much for the 
prosperity of the country for him to de- 
sire to leave it or for the whites to give 
encouragement to anybody who would 
force or persuade him to leave. 


dl 


Amalgamation has within itself the 
elements of its Own . destruction. Mis- 
cegenation carries with it its own pun- 
ishmengs. Its c¢ffecis are reducing to 
the crinimum th@® number of whites 
and blacks who will submit to it. 

Some of the members of that race, 
seething with the parsions in which they 
were begotten, are openly or covertly 
leading a few negroes to inevitable ruin 
with themselves. Extremists among 
the amalgamates msgy in the course of 
time subject themselves to deporiation 
to penal settlements or to more speedy 
enc at the hards of the law or outside 
the law, while a rapidly growing senti- 
ment in favor of a humane surgical op- 
¢raition, to be added to the punishment 
of the penitentiary, will, to a certain 
degree, avnihilate a part of the negro 
stock by making it incapable of prop- 
agaticn. This, enforced as to criminal 
whites as well as to criminal negroes, 
would not onjg have a deterrent influ- 
ence to prevent crime, but it wou'd 
gradually lessen the reproduction of 
criminals. But it is puerile and cow- 
ardly to talk of annihilating a people 
vuho, interrupted by force, ,and prac- 
tically withcut action en their own part, 
in their reasonable, healthy develogment 
fcrty years ago. and since then the 
victims of experiments that would have 
crippled forcver almost any race, have 
more than doubled in number and still 
display traces of the excellent educa- 
tion of their race made passible in tae 
change from slavery in Africa to bond- 
age in America. 

A suggestion of comparativeiy recent 
publicity is that megro vexations be 
overcome by opening the gates to Mon- 
golian labor. There is a charm about 
that for thé economic politician, in that 
the element in American politics that 
is largely responsible for the ills of the 
negro, created in the use of him as a 
political iesue to crystallize the low or- 
der intellect of voters in close elections, 
is most strenuous for Chinese exclu- 
tion. That element may be gagged 
against” negro agitaticn by the threat 
of @hinese agitation. But that wovld be 
politics; and there has been already 
too much politics about the negro, 
Statesmanship is demanded, and states- 
manehip will not jump from the frying 
fan into the fire. 

Statesmarship sees a solution of the 
negro problem in removing the Obstacles 
from the way of the development of 
fhe n@gro’s aptitude, and in encouraging 
him in cultivation of those habits which 
| have become second nature with the 
| white race for its advancement. 

Such a rolicy recognizes these facts 
emphasized by the experience of the past 
forty years. 

The riegro race is not the Caucasian 
race merely colorec black, 

‘che negro race, mertally and merally, 
is centuries behind the Caucasian and 
tas never given evidence of ability to 
advance in that respect of its own in- 
itiative. 

Crossed upon white stock the negro is 
given greater mental strength, but a 
strength likely to be exerted in manifes- 
tation, of the vices rather than of the 
virtues of the original stocks. 

The negro race, physically, is a ppower- 
ful race, and fit to work under proper 

guidance. 

To seek to give the negro child, but 


three centuries removed from the jungle,. 


the start in schooling similar to that 
given the white child. with a thousand 
years of the education of individual ef- 
fort behind it, was worse than foolhardy. 
It was not unlike placing a loaded maga- 
zine rifle in the arms of a chimpanzee. 
“To give the negro male the ballot, a 
privilege won by the white man in cen- 
turies of struggle and, efter all, not al- 
ways exercised In a manner justifying 
his victory, was. worse than. criminal. 
It was not unlike. ene . stréam

| the baneful theories which, applied fo» 


nearly two generations, have not only 
injured the negra.in weaning him from 
incentives to productive and beneficial 
exertions into sloth, vich and crime, but 
have even twisted the training of whites 
upon right lines. In forcing the suffrage 
upon the negro there was injected into 
the whole body politic a virus of cor- 
‘Yuption in party practices and in muni4 
¢ipal, state and national administrations 
‘flatly disproving much of the theory of 
public education. 

It is but a step from mendicant meth- 
Ods in negro education to mendicant 
methods in white education. Such pau- 
perization is but the fertilization of the 
soll of graft in quarters high and low, 
So, the negro problem belongs to us all. 
The intelligence and patriotism of the 
whole country must combine for its so- 
lution, in permitting the south, most af-! 
fected “by it at present, to determine the 
way and to supply the means. Broad, 
well defined principles must guide us. 

Efforts to educate the rising generation! 
of negro@és must recognize, for avoid-) 
ance, the mistakes of the past manifested 
by negro youth of, today. .Expenditures 
of time, energy and money must be per 
capacity of the negro instead of pes 
capita. 

Negroes who have been miseducated 
must be brought back to the proper start« 
ing point before it is too late. They 
must not only be allowed in other parts 
of the country the opportunities to work 
enjoyed by them in the south, but they 
must be sharply taught that unless they 
work they will starve. The machinery 
for such instruction is to be had in a 
stringent vagrancy law, enforced .com- 
pletely by an effective rural police or 
patrol, with provision that individuals 
who will not work for themselves and 
for others shall be forced to work for 
the state in fields not conflicting with 
honest labor. 


The way must be kept open for the 
natura} diffusion of the negroes among 
the white population until they became 
an element inconsequential from the so- 
cial, political or any other standpointJ 
At preseng there is one negro for every 
8.6 of the total population of the coun- 
try. That ratio would be @ safe one if 
it was common to all parts of the coun- 
try. But it is not. In the south there 
is one negro for every three of the popu- 
lation, the ratio ranging from one in 
twenty-two in West Virginia to ! in 1.7 
in Mississippi and South Carolina. At 
the game time in the fifteen states east 
of the Mississippi and north of the Ohio 
and Mason and Dixon line the proportion 
is | negro for eve 65.2 of the popula- 
tion, the range being from i! in 6 ir 
Delaware to ! in 621 in New Hampshire.’

As long as*any distinct race is massed 
in one section of the country, so long 
will that race be hampered and so long 
will it be a drag upon the whole country. 

The politician, the sensation monger or 
any other individual in any pert of the 
country who, in using the negro for every 
other purpose but the negro’s good, re- 
tards the natural diffusion of the negro 
revealed in the fact that nearly !|,000,000 
negroes are now living outside the south 
in a total of 8,834,000, is an enemy to 
his country and must be suppressed. 
Those who would suppress him have only

to bear in mind the significant fact that 
the. race question is invariably brought 
to the front. when the lading political 
parties of the country lack the courage 
to formulate and support policies appeal- 
ing to the intelligence of the people, or 
when the movement carrying more ne- 
groes to other parts of the country and 
more whites to the south Is most pro- 
nounced, 

Of all persons southern men should 
have no part in giving life to negro agi- 
tation. The negro is in this country for 
good. We must meet this situation not 
with impracticable theories, supported by 
overdrawh pictures of danger from his 
presence. No reasonable man could with 
prophetic sight have viewed the influences 
exerted upon negroes for forty years 
without expecting even more trouble than 
Suddenly freed from the 
restraining power which had controlled 
and civilized them, taught by the most 
unscrupulous white scoundrels that ever 
cursed a land, as well as by misguided 
philanthropists from other sections, that 
they must demand social equality, who 
could expect aught but a generation of 
criminal instincts. But this criminality 
is less than might have been anticipated. 
Upon the white people of the South rests 
the responsibility of being permitted ta 
deal with infinite patience with a. race, 
millions of which have proved that they 
could be honest, virtuous, hard working 
and faithfu] to every trust. The demons 
in human shape whose horrible acts are 
followed by‘swift punishment, which 
however severe, can never be severe 
enough to atone for the crime, should not 
arouse resentment against the whole 
race. The mad dog is a terror, but the 
fact that some dogs go mad is never 
taken as a sufficient reason for driving 
every dog out of the country. 

The negro is with us and he is going te 
stay with us. How shall we get the best 
for him and for ourselves out of the situ- 
ation? Not by deportation, not by amal- 
gamation, but by the same tireless work 
which the south has for forty years given 
to this question, freed, however, from the 
visionary théeortes of outsiders, who know 
nothing about the conditions in the south, 
and the equally visionary theories of im- 
practicable southern men. With the 
marked increase of white immigration to 
the south now under way, the tendency” 
of the negroes to dispersion throughout 
the country, the enactment and enforce- 
mént of vagrancy lfws ,the establishment 
of country patrol systems, and the gradual 
elimination of the criminal classes in re- 
the negro qtestion will no 
longer afford profitable employment for 
public speakers and magazine writers,

SENSATIONAL RUMORS 
DECLARED GROUKDLES 


Prominent Methodist Minister Says 
He Will Devote His Time to Lit- 
erary Work, and It Is Be- 
lieved He Will Leave 
the Conference. 


It is very generally understood in At- 
lanta that Rev. J. W. Roberts, D.D.. one 
of the best known Methodist ministers in 
the state, has deeded a large amount of 
his Atlanta property to his wife and that 
they will separate. It is understood that 
this separation is due to certain -sens:- 
tional charges which were made against 
Dr. Roberts in connection with one of the 
lady teachers at Wesleyan“Female col- 
lege while he was president of that in- 
stitution last spring. 

When seen in regard to this rumor yes- 
terday afternooi Dr. Roberts refused to 
Giscuss the matter. “I have no statement 
to make,”’ said Dr. Roberts, ‘“‘I have sim- 
ply to suffer in silence in order to pro- 
tect perfectly innocent partlfes.’’ 

When asked if he and his wife had 
Separated, he replied: ‘I have no state- 
ment to make.” 

To Prepare Statement. 

When asked if he intended to make a 
statement in regard to the rumor, he re- 
plied: ‘I wil] go to Oxford tonight, 
where I have papers signed by my wife, 
and a signed statement from three mem- 
bers of the board of trustees of Wes- 
leyan, and from these I will prepare a 
written statement whieh I will give to 
the public.”’ | : 

When asked what would be the nature 
of this public statement, he replied: “It 
will free from criminality all parties con- 
cerned.”’ 

Further than this Dr. Roberts refused 
to speak of the matter. While he wns 
_ talking with the representative of The 
Constitution his agitated manner and the 
expression on his face showed clearly 
that he was suffering mental anguish. 

It is understood that an appralsement 
was made of the rating of certain of Dr 
Roberts’ real estate in this citv, and that 
property to the value of about $8,000 as 
been deeded to his wife, and it has been 
sfated that this was in the agreement of 
separation. | 

Agreement of Separation. 

It is asserted that the agreement of sep- 
aration has been drawn in writing, and 
that both Dr. and Mrs. Roberts were rep- 
resented by well-known attorneys. 

In all probability Dr. Roberts wil} sever 
his connection with the North Georgia 
conference when that body meets in Grif 
fin next November. It was rumored in 
Atlanta recently that Dr. Roberts would 
zo into the real estate business in this 
city, and when asked in regard to this 
he stated positively that he would not, 
but that he intended to devote his life 
to literary pursuits. 

Dr. Roberts is one of the best known 
ministers in the state, having served both 
. the Trinity and Park Street Methodist 
churches of this city. He was president 
of Wesleyan Female college of Macon, 
the oldest educational institution ‘or 
women in the world. for four years. He 
resigned the presidency of this institution 
last spring. 

Mrs. Roberts was formerly Miss Min- 
nie Oslin, of Gainesville, and is the second 
wife of Dr. Roberts.

The Mavor’s Office, Atlanta, Ga., Sep- 
tember 22" 1903.—To the Members of the 
General Council of the City of Atlanta, 
Ga.—Gentlemén: It becomes my painful 
duty to notify you of the death of Hon. 
Stephen Terry Biggers, M.D., one of the 
pioneer citizens of the city of Atlanta. 
which occurred at the residence of his 
nephew, J. M. Biggers, at Cornelia, Ga., 
Monday morning. 

Dr. Biggers was the oldest physician 
in Atlanta, having settled here in 1843, 
when the city was known as Marthas- 
ville, 

He was one of the first mayors of Mar- 
thasville and discharged the duties of that 
office with credit to himself and the 
community. He was also a member of 
the city council of Atlanta during the 
years 1850, 1876 and 1877, and at the 
time of hig death was the oldest coun- 
cilman of Atlanta.

CRIMINAL CASES. 
SET FOR TRIAL 


United States Court Meets 
Soon, With Docket of 
About 300 Cases, 


The United States court for the trial of 
criminal cases will be convened the first 


Monday in October and wil] be in session 
for three weeks. The United States grand 
jury will also meet on the same day. 
There are about 100 cases to be consid- 
ered by the grand, jury. 

The criminal docket for the coming 
term is light. It contains in the neigh- 
borhood of 300 cases, the major portion 
of which involve the charge of illicit dis- 
tilling. Only about a dozen felony cases 
are set for trial. United States District 
Attorney E. A. Angier and his assistants 
have been busy of late preparing the 
cases for trial and the docket is now in 
readiness for the court. 

Among the felony cases, is one against 
Arveta Sullens and his son, Warren 
Sullens, of Lumpkin county, both of 
whom are charged with conspiracy. 

John Barker, a resident of Lumpkin 
county, it seems, informed revenue offi- 
cers that some of the Sullens family 
were operating an illicit still and some 
time afterwards notices were placed on 
Barker’s house and on cornstalks about 
the house ordering him to leave that 
section under penalty of being killed. The 
house was also rocked at the time the 
notices were placed, _ 

It is charged that Arveta and Warren 
Suliens displayed the notices and rocked 
the house eagd they were arrested. Barker 
was absent from home at the time of 
the disturbance, but his wife was in 
the house. The father and son were 
tried in Atlanta in June and a mistrial 
resulted, the jury standing seven for con- 
viction and five for acquittal. The de- 
fendants are now out on bond. 

Another important case is one in which 
John Chattan, also a resident of Lumpkin 
county, ts defendant. Chattan and Mat- 
thew McDonald were indicted on the 
charge of burglarizing the pestoffice at 
Weir, Lumpkin county. McDonald was 
tried and convicted and was sentenced 
to aterm of two years, which he served 
in the penitentiary at Nashvile. Chattan 
wag tried at the last term of court and 
a conviction was recorded in his case 
also. During the trial, McDonald was 
brought to Atlanta to give evidence in 
the case, but when on the stand he posi- 
tively refused to testify. An appeal for 
a new trial in the case of Chattan was 
granted by Judge Newman and pending 
the second hearing the defendant was re- 
leased on bond.

Secretary Made an Address to the 
Inmates of Naval Home. 


Philadelphia, September 22.—Sécretary 
of the Navy Moody today inspected the 
United States Naval Home in this city. 
He selected this date for his visit as a 
tribute to William Ma ee. the oldest 
American naval veteran, who today cel- 
ebrated the one hundredth anniversary of 
his birth It was expected that Mr, 
Moody would visit the League Island 
navy yard, but he returned to Washington 
this afternoon, saying the navy yard 
was too big and important to be covered 
in a half day.

Having received the assurance of mem- 
bers of the finance committee of coun- 
eli that sufficient money. would be pro- 
vided for the purpose, the school poard 
is preparing to seat those grammar school 
children who up to this time have been 
unprovided for.

RAINS DAMAGED COTTON. 


Weather Crop Bulletin Gives Condi- 
tion of All Crops in 
Georgia. 

The summary of the weekly crop and 
weather bulletin issued by Section Direc- 
tor J. B. Marbury, for the week ending 

Monday is as follows: 

The characteristic features of the past 
week were general rains during the first 
few days followed by unseasonably low 
temperatures which continued to its 
close. In the middle and southern coun- 
ties the rains were extremely heavy 
and accompanied by high winds. As a 
result of these conditions much damage 
was done cotton which the previous dry 
weather has caused to open rapidly. 
Many bolls were emptied by the gale 
and much of the staple discolored and 
otherwise injured by the rain. Following 
the rains came a decided fall in temper- 
ature, unfavorable to all growing crops. 
Cotton picking was interrupted for the 
first few days but has been resumed and 
is now being pushed. The rains softened 
up the ground and considerable plowing 
and some seeding has been done during 
the last few days. <A good many turnip 
seed have been sown. Much rice that 
had been cut and left in the flela was 
badly injured by water. Potatoes, cane 
and lowland corn doing well, but up- 
land corn is poor. Pastures are improv- 
ed and streams have been replenished.’’

Coliseum Is Being Prepared 
for thé Horse 
Show. 


The Southern Interstate fair grounds, 
Exposition park, are beginning to pre- 
sent daily scenes of activity now, as 
forces of workmen are preparing for the 
great fair which is to be thrown open to 
the pubiic on October 7.

Professor Edwfn C. Eckel, inspector 
of cement properties and manufactories 
for the United States geological survey, 
passed through Atlanta yesterday on his 
way to Washington, D. C. While in the 
city he called at the capitol to shake 
hands with State Geologist Yeates and 
Captain R. F. Wright, assistant commis- 


sioner of agriculture. 

“For the past year,”’ said Professor 
Eckel, “I have been inspecting cement 
in all parts of the United States. That is 
the way we do our work. Eaqgh one is 
assigned to some, particular line, such 
ag cement, gold, fron, etc., and while 
on that department he makes a tour of 
the country, visiting all thie mines in 
his department. 

“T have just come from Alabama and 
have spent some time in the neighbor- 
hood of Montgomery and other points 
where there are lime stome denosits 
suitable for cement making. Factories 
are soon to be started on those lands. 
“Just now I am on my way to Wash- 
ington and wil] not go to any of the 
Georgia cement plants. From Washing- 
ton I go to the Pacific coast but on my 
way back I will atop in this state again 
and make trips to Rockmart, Rossville. 
and Cement, Ga., where the three plants 
in this state are located. I understand 
there has been a great deal of money 
spent at Rockmart since I was there 
last vear and I am anxious to see what 
is being done there. 

“The importance of the cement indus- 
try is constantly growing in the United 
States and the cement properties of the 
country are not yet half developed. The 
business is not very complicated. Ce- 
ment is made from a certain quality of 
lime stone mixed with a certain kind 
of clay. Some times there are beds of 
natural cement found but most of the 
cement marketed now is the Portland 
cement which is a better quality than 
the natural cement. 

“In the manufacture of the portland 
cement the lime stone and clay has to 
be mixed artfficially. This mixture is 
then roasted or rather burned to a slag 
in small rotary furnaces, being ground 
up first. Then after {t has gone through 
this burning process it: is again ground 
up into a powdered form and is the ce- 
ment as it goes on the market. 

“One would naturally suppose that the 
stuff took its name from being manu- 
factured first in Portland, Maine; Port- 
land, Oregon, or Portland, England, but 
this is not the case. In fact, it has nev- 
er been manufactured at either of these 
places. When the cement was first made 
it resembled, after being treated with 
water, a kind of lime stone that is pe- 
cullar to the vicinity of Portland, Eng- 
land, and from that fact the substance 
derived its name.”’ 


Professor Eckel talked at some leneth 
of Georgia mineral and stone deposits. 
He pointed to the marble wainscoting in 
the corridors of the capito! building. 

“There is a beautiful thing you have in 
Georgia.’ he said, ‘‘the first time I ever 
saw that I thought it had been painted. 
I had geen similar grains in marble »2- 
fore but I had never seen such rich tint- 
ings. I am a great admirer of Georgi. 
marble. 

“There are same magnificent iron de- 

sits in this state, too. I remember look- 
ng at sOme a year or so ago, both brown 
and red ore. Both are very valuable, but 
the quantity of the red ore is more ceér- 
tain than that of the brown ore and the 
red ore alone makes a better fron than 
the brown alone. These ores are usually 
mixed in the manufacture of iron. 

‘There is pienty of gold in Georgia, too, 
but the ore, generally speaking, is of 
rather an inferior quality and of coursa 
it cvost money to work it. The gold bus- 
iness in Georgia will pay a bigger interest 
than most other businesses, but I hardly 
think that any one will ever strike a bo- 
nanza in the gtate. People who mine 
gold in Georgia ought to go into it just 
as they would go into farming, expecting 
to spend a certain amount of money and 
get g reasonable return on it—not to 
make a great fortune in a hurry. The 
gold deposits of the state are not the 
kind that bring about such things. 

“The aluminum ores of Georgia and 
Alahama are gradually giving out and 
most of that kind of mining is now be- 
ing #ione in the state of Arkansas. You 
know there are only three states in which 
this ore is found at all, and they ure

USURIOUS LOANS 


J, A. Dilda Lends Money to 
Co-workers at Usurious 
Interest. 


A story of finance on a diminutive scale 
came out in the recorder’s court yester- 
day afternoon when J. A. Dilda, an em- 
ployee of the Fulton bag and cotton mills, 
Was arraigned on the charge of lending 
money without license. 

Dilda hasn’t much money, but he m4an- 
aged to lend a few dollars to his co- 
workers. The loans would have been a 
kindly act except for the fact that he 
charged an enormous rate of interest. 
His loans hardly went over $3 and most 
of them were for Only $!. He charged 
interest at the rate of !0 cents a week. 

He was not very particular or very hu- 
mane about taking collateral or security, 
but made his customers leave their work- 
ing tools, clothing and bedding. In his 
room at the cotton mills hotel he is said 
to have had piles of blankets and cloth- 
ing and a large assortment of tools. 

One of the witnesses in court stated 
that he had borrowed $! from Dilda and 
paid him 10 cents a week as interest until 
he had paid out $4.20 in that way and 
still owed the dollar. 

Another witness testified that he bor- 
rowed $3 from Dilda and left his box of 
carpenter’s toole as security. He paid 
30 cents a week and after paying $6.10 
still owed the $3 and had no tools to 
work with. 

Lin@ense Inspector Hubbard was the 
prosec&ting officer. He stated that he 
had be trying to catch Dilda for sev- 
eral months. 

‘This man,” stated the officer, “runs a 
pawn shop, peddles goods and loans 
money without a license. He has made 
women and children go to bed cold be- 
cause they had pawned their blankets, 
Men have had to go in their shirt sleeves 
because Dilda held their coats as se- 
curity for loans. He claims to be lend- 
ing money merely as @2n accommodation, 
but it is my opinion that he should be 
punished and made to stop his business.’’ 


The recorder fined Dilda $10.75 and 
warned him not to lend any more money.

MOONSHINERS IN COMMAND 


Revenue Officers in North Carolina 
Having Harder Time Than Ever 
Before Getting Information 
To Convict—County Of- 
ficers Give No Aid. 


Raleigh, N. C., September 22.—(Spe- 
cial.)—Revenue officers report consider- 
able trouble with brandy distillers, be- 
cause the latter do not report materials 
used, but secrete these and distill them 
in the absence of storekeepers. 

Then they hide the brandy in the 
woods, intending to market it after the 
manufacturing season ends, so as to ex- 
cite less suspicion. Revenue officers say 
it-is now harder than ever to obtain in- 
formation regarding the location of il- 
licit distilleries,’ although under the new 
state law county Officials are instructed 
to suppress these. One man who said 
he knew there were half a dozen illicit 
distilleries within 4 miles of a certain 
place in Martin county said he could not 
reveal their location, and added that the 
sheriff and his deputies would not molest 
them, although their operation is in de- 
fiance of the Watts liquor regulation 
law. 

It is expected that in thirty days there 
will be much moonshining, when the new 
crop of corn becomes available, and then 
a supreme test will be made of ‘the 
efficacy of the Watts law, and whether 
the county officials will cooperate with 
the revenue officers in suppressing 
moonshining. 

Mr. Watts, who introduced the Dill 
which became a law, and which has ever 
since attracted so much attention, said 
before the law went into effect that he 
did not expect the county officers or 
state Officials to join with the revenue 
officers in any movement.

Weekly Summary of Crop Conditions. 

Washington, September 22. — The 
weather bureau's weekly summary of 
crop conditions is as follows: 

While the week hgs been abnormally 
cool with gereral frosts throughout the 
central valleys and as far south as the 
northern portion of the central gu'f 
States, the damage has not been serious. 
The south Atlantic states have suffered 
from excessive moisture, while the heavy 
rains of the rrevious week over the 
rorthern portions of the Missouri and 
Mississippi valleys delaye threshing of 
spring wheat and caused grain in shock 
to sprout. Drought hes been largely re- 
lieved in the east gulf states, but con. 
tinues in the Ohio valley, Tonnesser, 
and in the central and west gulf states. 

CORN—Notwithstanding the occur- 
reree of Hght to heavy frosts generally 
throughout the corn belt, the crop has 
escaped injury except in the western 
portions of Kansas and Nebraska and 
in the Dakotas, Minnesota and Wiscon- 
sin. While low temperatures have pre- 
vented rapid ripering, especially over 
the western districts, the crop as a whole 
has advanced favorably, althoweh the 
late planted in the Ohio and Tennessee 
valleys hes suffered from drought. A 
large part of the crop is now safe, but 
the bulk of the unmatured wil! requtre 
from one to two weeks of favorable 
weather, 

SPRING WHEAT—The weather has 
Leen faverable for the completion of 
spring wheat harvest of the north Pa- 
cific coast. In the Dakotas and Minne- 
sota spring wheat in shock has been in- 
jured, and threshing delayed by wet 
weather. ? 

COTTON—F xcept in portions of the 
eastern districts of the cotton belt, where 
cotten picking has been interrupted by 
reirs, the weather conditions have been 
favorable for gathering the cron, and 
this work bas progressed rapidly. Tha 
prevalence of rust, shedding and boll 
worms is widespread, and the boll weeyil 
in Texas ccntinues destructive, ab 
thengh premature opening in  Sonth 
Carbdlina, rust in Georgia and, sheddinz 
in Alabama have been somewhat 
checked. Heavy raing have injured the 
Staple in Georgia. Soutn Carolina ana 
Ticrida.

Issued Yesterday,

Condition of the Crops in Georgia, 
North and South Carolina, Flor- 
ida and Alabama — Rains 
Damaged Cotton in 
Georgia. 


Waspbington, September 22.—(Spedcial.) 
Unusual interest attaches to the cll- 


Lureau issued today for the week end- 
ing September 2!. In the general sum- 
mary the bulletin has this to say of Geor 
gia, South Carolina and contiguous ter- 
ritory: 

“Except in portions of the eastern dis- 
tricts of the cotton belt, where cotton 
picking has heen interrupted by rains, 
the weather conditions have been very 
favorable for gathering the crop. and 
this work has progressed rapidly. The 
rrevalence of rust, abedding and boll 
worms is widespread, and the bell weevil 
in Texas cor@inues destructive, although 
premeture opening in South Carolina, 
rust in Georgia ard shedding in Ala- 
bama have been somewhat checkeil. 
Heavy rains have injured the staple in 
Georgia, South Carolina and “orida. 
Cotton is opening rapidly ir all districts. 
The outlook fdr a top crop is not promis- 
ing. Late tobacco has: suffered from 
drought in Tennessee and Kentucky and 
heavy rains in North Carolina, and 
frosts caused some injury in Kentucky. 
Pamp weather has proved injurious to 
tobacee tn barns in Marvland. The 
bulk of the crop is now housed. The 
reports continue to Indicate extensive 
rrevalence of blight and decay in pota- 
toes, 

“Plowing and secding have advanced 
satisfactorily except in the Ohio valley 
and Tennessee, where the soil has been 
too dry, and in the northern portion of 
‘he middle Atlantic states, where there 
has been t?%. much rain.
